BCULLERS'’ MATCH ON THE TYNE FoR 
FORTY sovs. 

A scULLERs’ match, which has attracted # comparatively extensive amount 
of excitement amongstaquatic supporters on the Wear, took place on the Tyneon 
Saturday morning last, the conpetitors being Thomas Appleby and George 
Young, both of Sunderland, to row in Clasper's deuller boats, from the Shot 
Tower to Scotswood Suspension Bridge, for £20 a side, According to articles 
the men should have been in their boats at 10.8 am., but as Father Tyne was 
considerably disturbed by a strong south-west wind, the men were necessarily 
not particularly punctual. Two steamboats attended the tce—the Prince of 
Wales and the Bonnie Dundee—the former being from Sunderland, with a 
tolerable cargo of salt-water enthusiasts. There was also a s‘rong at'endance 
of spectators stationed along the route, but as ttle was knowh regarding the 
ratification of the match, there was consequently a material modification of 
that Depa ias species of enthusiasm which generally attends boat taces. There 
Was sOnre betting at 6 to 4o0n Appleby, but these odda apparently did not 
satisfy the Geunraly of speculators. Young was the first toshow on the river, 
However, after pulling about for a few minutes, he received sugh an un. 
envigble amount of the element that he was compelled to return to terra yirma 
prepatatory to undertaking a journey that betokened anything but hires

Keene, 
and thus Master Robert got cleverly out of trouble, and pocketted 
the oorlanh lodged in the Haste of the final stakeholder to await 
the issue of the fight; which took vlace near Ashford on the bth of 
April, 1859: It lasted ninety-seven ininutes, during which time 
forty-five rounds were fought, ‘Travers was next pitted against 
Jem Mace, who is now engaged with Bill Ryall, of Birmingham, to 
fight for the Championship ot England. He fought for £100 aside 
on the Qist of February, 1860. Twenty-one minutes elapsed, and 
half-a-dozen rounds were fought, when Sir Richard Mayne’s guards 
interfered, and the battle was, therefore, stopped. The belligerents 
went down the river on the following day, when they fought ninety- 
one minutes; fifty-seven rounds. Again Travers condescended to 
the acrobat performance, and a verdict was consequently awarded 
against him with full costs. Bob next fought Bodger Crutchley, 
of a for £50 a side, on the 13th of April, 1861.

THE GREAT FIGHT BETWEEN JEM DILLON 
AND BOB TRAVERS FOR £400. 


“THERE was a period, not more than some six months ago, when 
most of us ‘thought? we could never publicly state that we had seen 
a prize-fight. We had some notion that the ‘Ring’ was dead; and 
that its ropes and stakes had never been properly disinterred since 
their burial, some years back, at Mousley Hurst. We had some 
notion that its exhibitions were illegal, and that ita professors were 
compelled to live upon the traditions of the past, and bite their 
motheaten boxing-gloves in pugilistic bar-parlours. It is probable 
that we did not regard these professors as a down-trodden race, 
because we considered them at war with our present civilisation. 
We looked upon them as melancholy relics of a departed fashion— 
as men who persisted in supplying an article that the public no 
longer called for or desired. The present writer, for one, set them 
down, in his notes for a great history of England, as having practi- 
cally gone out with watchmen, oil-lamps, and stage-coaches. 

“During the last five years, however, the world (meaning, of 
course, the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland) has 
witnessed many full-blown revivals, and, last among them and not 
Jeast, a thorough revival of pugilism, There has seldom been any 
demonstration go sudden, go successful, and so complete. I have 
seen the late contest between the immortal Sayers and the immortal 
Heenan, apologetically described. as an ‘exceptional event.’ The 
journalist was timid, and was feeling his way, I have also noticed 
alittle shyness on the part of certain distinguished spectators of 
the battle, who gave the Ring the sanction of their presence, but 
not the sariction of their names. A few more of these exceptional 
events may dispel all such mock modesty.” i
